AN  ACT 

To  authorise  the  sut  veting  and  making  of  cer- 
tain rinids,  in  the  slate  of  tlhio,  as  contem- 
plated by  the  treaty  of  Urowiistown  in  the 
territory  of  .Al  ich  ig.ni. 

He  it  enacted  by  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  L'nited  States  of  - Imericu  in 
roiigress  a.s,  emh!ed.  That  tile  Preshlent  of  the 
l'nited  .Stales  he,  and  hereby  is  authorised  to 
appoint  three  cominissioiiers,  who  shall  ex- 
plore, survey,  and  mark  by  the  most  eligible 
course,  a road  from  thefiKitof  the  rapids  of  the 
river  Miami  of  Liike  Eric,  to  the  western  line 
of  the  Connccticnt  reserve,  aiul  a ro:ul  to  run 
•southwardly  front  Lower  Sandusky  to  the  liouii- 
dary  liit«  eslublisiicd  by  the  treaty  of  Green- 
ville, which  said  road  shall  be  sixty  leet  in 
width  ; ami  the  said  commissioners  shall  m.akc 
out  accurate  ])hils  of  such  surveys,  accompa- 
nied with  field  nole.s,  and  certify  and  tiaiisinit 
tiic  same  to  the  Presideiilof  the  L'nited  States, 
who,  if  he  :.ppi'oves  of  said  surveys,  shall 
cause  the  plats  tiieieof  to  he  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  Treiisiiry  of  the  l'nited  States; 
and  the  said  roads  shall  be  considered  as  es- 
tablished and  aejvpteil  pursuant  to  the  treaty 
held  at  Brovviistown  in  the  territory  of  Miehi- 
gari,  on  the  twciity-fiftii  day  of  November,  one 
thoiisaiiil  eight  hundred  and  eight. 

Sit.  2.  -lad  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
aforesaid  roails  shall  he  opi  ned  and  made  under 
the  direction  of  the  I’resideiit  of  the  United 
States,  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  diix-ct. 

Sic.  3.  -hid  he  it  further  enacted,  Th.at  the 
said  cominissioiiers  sliall  each  hecntiiled  to  re- 
ee  ve  three  dollars,  and  their  ntoessarv  assist- 
ants one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  imd  eve- 
ry day  winch  they  shall  be  ncressarlly  employ- 
ed ill  in  the  exploring,  siii  veynig  and  ni.Jeing 
said  roads  ; and  for  the  purpose  of  comia  iisa- 
ting  the  aforesaid  eoinmissioners  and  their  as- 
sistants, and  foi'opeiiing  and  making  saiil  roads, 
there  shall  be  and  hereby  is  aiipropriated  the 
sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  inonlcs  in  the  tre..siiry  not  otbervvisc  ap- 
propriated.

The  Old-A'ear  having  past  away,  custom  pre- 
scribes a social  interchange  of  compliniciils 
and  congraliilations  on  the  arrivid  of  the  new. 

Werespect  the  motives  of  such  a usage,  though 
we  are  neitlier  slaves  to  it,  nor  iidmireis  of  it. 

Ill  the  first  place,  the  Higlit  of  lime,  (invahia- 
ble  time  !)  excites  r.'gret  in  the  thoughtful — 
once  gone,  it  is  irrevocable,  .and  its  opportuni- 
ties take  wind  vvitli  tlieir  leader  ! A\  lien  iiidi- 
vidtia's  or  rommuiiities  can  facilitate  tiie  m- 
selves  on  the  goixl  use  of  it,  there  may  be  some 
room  for  coiig'ratulation  ; but,  wlien  they  can- 
not, perliaps  tbere  is  no  great  wisdom  in  firing 
away  the  old  year  with  a “joy  go  with  you” — 
unless  it  be  to  encourage  tlie  hope  that  the 
next  shall  be  more  proiluclive  of  good  than  its 
predecessor.  They  who  ehiise  to  moralize  on 
lliiS  theme,  may  carry  it  farther — we  not  hav- 
ing cither  inclination  or  time  for  a set  essay, 
re  linqiiish  it  almost  at  the  threshold — having 
started  the  game,  we  disinterestedly  leave  oth- 
ers lo  run  it  ihnoii  if  they  please,  or  amuse,  or 
insli'iict,  or  weary  themselves  in  the  pursuit. 

On  this  occasion,  we  are  not  witliout  cause 
of  mounting  and  of  gladness— social  man  is 
not  made  for  himself,  his  symjialhies  are  kin- 
dled (if  the  tlioiight  or  the  phrase  he  legiti- 
mate) at  his  neighixrr’s  toreh.  The  generosity 
of  rational  aniniul  nature  “ rejoices  with  these 
that  do  rejoice,  and  weeps  with  them  that  wet  ]i.” 

■A  glance  at  the  condition  of  our  brother  in.in 
in  F.urope  sickens  the  soul  & saddens  the  heart. 

A comparative  view  of  the  western  world  ele- 
vates our  hopes,  and  feeds  just  expectations. 

AYhat  is  the  state  of  Europe,  once  the  eho- 
sen  scat  of  liberty,  and  even  now  the  mirsery 

of  sciences  :uul  letters,  of  arts  and  arms  : 

Liberty  is  bun. shed  from  thence — she  can  nei- 
ther find  u pillow  for  her  head,  nor  loundat.on 
for  her  feet.  Tiie  men  of  the  - continent  are 
crushed  by  imix-rial  and  despotic  power — those 
of  the  isles  are  fettered  by  hlimlncss  and  cor- 
ruption. On  both  and  on  all  an  embodied  priest- 
hood stand  ready  to  rivet  the  fetters  ! Such, 
gcnci'ully,  has  been  the  occupation  of  st.aiiding 
priests  and  standing  armies,  both  in  the  hea- 
then and  Christian  anus  ! 

In  the  struggle  for  power,  what  changes  and 
revolutions  have  been  witiie.sscd  ! The  politi- 
cal element,  like  the  great  deep,  has  been  and 
continues  lo  be,  tlicsceiieof  treiiicndoiis  .s'.oi  ms 
and  havock — Lhie  species  of  ravenous  fish  is 
not  more  ready  to  devour  another,  than  our 
European  nation  lo  destroy  or  subjugate  its 
iioighlxir.  In  this  unparalleled  conflict,  (occa- 
sioned chiefly  by  England)  the  Italiiiii  and 
Swiss  republics  have  dis  .ppciircd  ; the  Fi'eiicb 
republic  h.as  disalijii-ared  ; all  Germany  is 
metamorphosed  ; 5,  Holland,  Tuabant,  the  Manse 
towns,  -it'd  states  of  Italy,  8tc.  are  incorpora- 
ted w itb  FvMire,  v\  hose  potent,  extraordinary 
and  arbitrary  chief,  like  an  irresistible  wliirl- 
piKil,  draws  every  thing  in  the  dread  vortex  of 
it's  iiiHuenee  ami  power.  He  wages  a v.ar  of 
unex.inipled  extent  and  combination  aguiust 
hts  creator  England — [it  is  Death  ag-.iiist  Sin  I] 
whose  iiisnlar  situaUon  and  maritime  asceii- 
tlancy  enable  her  to  repel  Itim  for  a w bile.  But, 
it  requires  no  pioplict  to  foretell,  that  the 
stronger  imist  finally  overcome  the  weaker 
]K)Vv'er.  England  iinisl  yield  to  France,  or 
r.itber  to  the  combined  w orld  and  Iter  o'.vn  mad, 
iiiijust.  und  wasteful  |)olicy.  If  she  become 
not  a French  province,  she  must  at  hast  de- 
scend to  the  third  or  fourth  grade  on  the  scale 
of  nations.  Even  in  such  a -a'inding  vp  (in  ih-a- 
matic  phrase)  as  tliis  there  is  some  consolation 
for  the  calamities  she  unrelentingly  iiifiictcd 
for  so  many  cetiluries  on  suirouiiding  nations.

Since  the  conunei.cenient  of  the  re- 
publican administrations,  in  the  short  jje- 
riod  often  years  and  a few  months, ybr/y- 
eix-  niiUiuns  ot  the  principal  of  the  nation- 
al debt,  beside  interest  and  thn  e mi/liuti.s  of 
unfunded  principal,  have  bet  n extinguish- 
ed ; o-l  millions  of  the  old  debt  remain 
lo  be  paid,  together  Avilh  11  millions  in- 
curred by  the  jitirchasc  of  Louisiana. 
The  amount  of  public  debt  cxtii;guished 
by  the  republicans,  would  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  a war  which  would  restore  us 
to  the  full  enjf  vmcnt  of  those  commer- 
cial and  jtuiilical  rights,  of  wltich  we 
have  been  aivested  by  the  aggressions  of 
the  belligerents.  At  the  termination  of 
such  a war,  our  national  resources  would 
be  less  cmbai rassed  than  at  the  era  w hen 
the  federalists  were  expelled  from  office. 
These  facts  alone  arc  demonstrative  of 
the  superior  policy  and  wisdom  of  the  re- 
publicai.s  of  this  country.

It  is  a subject  of  regret  with  many  that 
Mr.  Cl.ay,  Ol  Kentucky,  permitted  him- 
self to  be  chosen  Speaker  of  the  house. 
His  talents  and  informalion  are  certainly 
of  the  first  order — on  the  fioor,  they 
might  have  been  greatly  serviceable  to 
his  cause  and  couiitn- — in  the  chair,  they 
arc  in  some  measure  lost  to  both.

Both  these  bills  were  ordered  to  a se- 
cond reading. 

Received  from  the  Hou.se  of  Repre- 
'sei  tativcs  the  bill  to  raise  an  additional 
jn'hmry  farce,  which  they  h.ad  passed 
^with  amendments,  to  which  they  desire 
*Uie  concurence  of  the  Senate. 

Tiie  S -nate  resumed  the  conshleratlon

days.  The  bill  for  ovga;iiziiiga  volunteer 
corps  was  yesteialay  debated  in  committee 
of  the  wliole.  The  number  authorised  Is 
/■’'/it/  thounand  ; and  an  appropriation  ol 
three  millions  of  dollars  is  contained  in 
the  hill,  applicable  to  the  obj>  cts  it  con- 
lemphites.  The  committee  made  coii- 
siderahlc  pro,.,ress  in  tlie  bill,  hut  adjouni- 
cd  without  reporting  it  to  the  House. 
There  is  not  much  doubt  of  its  passage 
through  the  House  of  Representatives.
